Afghanistan broadcast evening July 19 reported that only 
USSR and Czechoslovakia had so far granted recognition to 
new government. Report stated that new President of State 
and Prime Minister of Republic Mohammad Daud had received 
Soviet Ambassador Puzanov and that SovAmb said his 
government, believing that "recent event" was internal 
affair of Afghanistan, extended official recognition,
